In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another 

and nnaterially different process. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 

search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 

purposes as indicated Is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. H. Gordon Shields on 1 1/17/03 to request an 

oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 

made.
